“It hkewife appears that Barton has paid fundry other taxes 
of the lands in Barten, of which Allen was prantee. 

By thedepofition of gen. Enos, it appears that he was: 
requefied by gem. Allen, in 1794; to call on Barton, at 
Pravidence, for the purpofe of obtaining Barton's afftitance 
iff procuring a loan of money; that Enos was directed by Al- 
len to inform Barter, that when they could come together, they” 
would fele their differences refpe&ting the Barton lands. le 
likewile appears tha. Barton gave all the affiftance reafonably
